Two Elba police officers are 


Two Elba police officers were 
honored Monday night for bravery 
in the line of duty. The awards were 
given by Police Chief Freddie Han- 
chey on behalf of the Elba City 
council. 

-In other action the council voted 
to repair the Mulberry pool; install 
new backstops on two ballfields at 
Legion Field; approved a resolution 
supporting four-laning of Highway 
84 from Dothan westward; approved 
a resolution to pay a computer firm 
30 percent of collected money for 
license fees owed by out-of-town 
insurance companies; approved in- 
stallation of a flow gauge at the 
sewer lagoon: opened bids on un- 
leaded gasoline; approved a manage- 
ment contract for federal grants and 
approved the monthly bills for pay- 
ment. 

Chief Hanchey told council 
members his department had re- 
ceived 128 complaints during the 
previous two weeks. They had is- 
sued twenty-seven traffic citations, 
including two DUI and had made 
four criminal arrests. During this 
same period a total of 24 dogs had 
been impounded by the animal con- 
trol officer. 

The council has received com- 
plaints that some dogs are picked 
up repeatedly. Hanchey recommend- 
ed that a sliding fee be installed, 
with increases for each repeat viola- 


tion. 

Council members agreed to in. 
Stall this new fee schedule as soon 
as the ordinance could be revised. 
There will be a cap of $20 for eact 
violation for repeat offenders, 

Police Officer Dale Cobb was 
awarded the Silver Star for Bravery 
and the Legion of Honor for inju- 
ries received in the line of duty, Of- 
ficer Patrick Norris received the Sil- 
ver Star for Bravery. Both awards 
©ome from an incident which hap- 
pened on February 17 when Cobb 
attempted to make an arrest. He was 
hospitalized with stab wounds from 
that incident. Norris is credited with 
coming to Cobb's rescue. 

The council voted to move for- 
ward with repairs to the bottom of 
the Mulberry pool. Council mem- 
bers were told it leaked about two 
feet of water a day during the past 
summer, The cost is expected to be 
less than $2,000. 

A gauge to measure the flow at 
the sewer lagoon was approved by 
the council. This is required for 
Elba to remain a Prepared City, ac- 
cording to Chamber of Commerce 
officials. The purpose of the meas- 
urement is to determine how close 
Elba is to reaching capacity at the 
facility. The initial cost estimates 
are in the neighborhood of $5,000.

School board discusses policy of 
using buses on extended trips 


The Elba City School Board met 
for a routine meeting last Thursday 
evening but soon bogged down over 
a request for a sixth-grade overnight 
trip to Huntsville in May. 

Middle School Principal Dale 
Crowe presented the request and the 
board members reviewed policies 
established earlier in the year when 
other groups had requested trips. 

It was noted that the board had 
voted to not approve the use of 
school busses for any trip exceeding 
100 miles, This was for economic 
as well as safety reasons. 

However, according to Crowe, 
this policy was established before 
purchase of the four new diesel 
powered busses. 

Superintendent Lamar Foley ex- 
pressed concern over the cost of 
such trips and recommended the 
board approve the trip for the stu- 
Gents but not the use of the two 
sch6ol busses. 

After a motion to acceyit the rec- 


ommendation of Foley failed to 
pass, another motion was made to 
approve the trip and this passed 
unanimously. 

The board also quickly approved 
field trips to the Montgomery zoo 
by special education students of the 
elementary and middle school and 
also a trip by the first grade to the 
Montgomery zoo. 

Board members were told that 77 
band students had indicated they 
were planning to make the trip to 
Clearwater, Fla., and 70 of these 
had paid a portion of the charges. 
Only 49 had paid $50 or more. 
They had until March 10 to pay 
these funds. Principal Mickey 
McCollough explained to board 
members that he and the band direc- 
tor would meet and discuss the trip 
after this March 10 deadline.

Chemical technicians conduct 
inspection of labs at city schools 


There are an estimated 800 Ala- 
bama public school laboratories 
which may contain improperly 
stored, outdated or unlabeled hazard- 
ous chemicals and one Alabama 
company has announced a plan to 
aid the schools solve the potentially 
dangerous problem. 

Chemical Waste Management, 
in response what the state Emergen- 
cy Management Department called 4 
"potential threat to students," an- 
nounced recently that it had begun a 
pilot program which will aid a lim- 
ited number of Alabama schools in 
the complex and difficult task of in- 
ventorying, packaging and properly 
disposing of the potentially hazard- 
ous chemicals. 

Chemical Waste Management, al 
no cost to the 12 schools chosen 
for the project, have already begun 
sending technicians to the schools 
with the task of identifying as 
many as 285 common chemicals 
found in typical high school labora- 
tories. 

The program will involve identi- 
fying all of the chemicals in the 
labs and determining the proper 
storage or disposal methods for the 
chemicals. ; 

Special containers provided by 
Chemical Waste Management will 
be used in the removal of the chem- 
icals and the technicians will pre- 
pare all shipping manifests and do- 
cumentation required by state and 
federal law. 

The proper method of disposal 


for many of the chemicals will be 
inceneration, which will require the 
hazardous wastes to be exported to 
Illinois, which hosts an incinerator. 

During a stop at Elba High 
School last week, the technicians 
conducted a thorough inspection of 
the chemistry lab and took a careful 
look at every bottle and jar stored in 
the lab, looking for chemicals that 


have been declared hazardous as well 
as checking the containers housing 
the chemicals. 

All potentially hazardous chemi- 
cals and containers were removed 
from the storage room and a com- 
plete list of the items removed was 
left at the school, allowing the 
schools to know exactly what was 
removed and what must be replaced. 


"We had many items removed by 
the technicians,” stated Elba High 
principal Mickey McCollough, 
"and while it may be expensive to 
replace all the chemicals removed 
from the shelves, we all want to 
make sure our labs are safe and we 
appreciate what has been done to in- 
sure the safety of our students,” 


Registrars chairman asks commission 


to reinstate terminated employee 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
March 13, at 9:00 at the county 
courthouse in Elba and heard the 
chairman of the county board of 
registrars report on the workings of 
his office and of a need to reinstate 
a parttime employee who was ter- 
minated at the last commission 
mecting, 

Registrars chairman Alfred Ed- 
wards told the commission that the 
office was in reality a "stepchild" of 
the state due to the fact the state had 
control of the office, while the 
commission was saddled with most 
of the bills, 

Edwards told the commission 
that his office failed to meet state

$2900 and the funds will come 
from the recreation budget. 

The council approved a resolu- 
tion supporting the 4-laning of 
Highway 84 from Dothan west- 
ward, Initial plans call for the work 
to begin on the stretch from Wick- 
sburg to Enterprise. 

SouthEast Alabama Regional 
Planning & Development Council 
was approved to manage the drain- 
age grant recently received by the 
city. This firm had done the initial 
paperwork for the grant. 

The council entered into an 
agreement with a state computer 


firm to collect insurance licenses. 
This firm will follow up with com- 
panics that haven't already paid the 
fees, They will receive a 30 percent 
commission, only on the funds 
they collect. The last deal the city 
had on these funds called for a 50 
percent commission fee, 

Bids for 8,000 gallons of unlead- 
ed gasoline were opened. Only two 
firms offered a bid, with Gulf Oil 
being low at 65.9¢ per gallon. The 
bid price is good only through 
March 15, 

The council approved payment 
of bills totaling $10,157.25. 


Flim flan: artists hits Elba area 


Coffee County law enforcement 
officials are warning area residents 
to be on the lookout for a possible 
"flim flam" operation underway in 
the county concerning floor cover- 
ing being sold door-to-door, 

According to Coffee County 
Sheriff Brice Paul, an elderly Elba 
man was robbed of a large amount 
of money last week by two men 
who entered the home of the victim 
posing as floor covering salesmen. 

The two men reportedly went to 
the home of the 70-year-old man 
and while one man delivered a bo- 
gus sales pitch, the other man al- 
legedly searched the house and 
found a large amount of money, 
which was later discovered to be 


missing. 

Sheriff Paul stated that first of 
the month is a favorite time for the 
flim flam artists to hit elderly resi- 
dents because of the arrival of social 
security checks and warned that it is 
never safe to have large amounts of 
money at home. 

"Some elderly people don't trust 
banks and keep a lot of money at 
home," said Paul, “but it's not safe 
and tragedies happen like the one 
that happened last week." 

Shenff Paul urges all residents 
to be on the lookout for salesmen 
of any kind that they do not know 
and to contact the Sheriff's office if 
approached by anyone fitting the de- 
scription,

regulations for square footage of of- 
fice space (450 square feet) and 
urged the commission for additional 
space, then recommended that the 
offices in Elba and Enterprise be 
consolidated into one office to serve 
the entire county. 

"With two offices it is hard to 
serve the people as efficiently as 
needed," stated Edwards, "and by 
having one office, all records could 
be at that site and it would help 
solve a lot of the problems we now 
face," 

The commission gave no re- 
sponse to the request for consolida- 
tion; however, it did take notice 
when Edwards requested that the 
parttime employee terminated at the 
last meeting be put back to work. 

Edwards reported that his office 
needed a computer operator to help 

with getting the county's poll list 
updated and on computer, and de- 
clared it would take a minimum of 
six months before the change over 
to computers could be completed, 
even with the additional employee. 

Commission chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton stated that the parttime em- 
ployee was terminated at the request 
of the commission when it was 
learned that the registrars office was 
over $10,000 over its budget for 
salaries after only six months of the 
fiscal year. 

Edwards disputed the figures and 
questioned whether his office had 
even spent a total of $10,000 dur- 
ing the six month period, 

The commission and Edwards 
discussed the need for the added em- 
ployee at length and then voted 5-1 
(Eagerton voting no) to re-employ 
the computer operator for a two- 
week period until the commission 
could examine the budget. 

After Edwards left the meeting, 
the updated financial statement was 
reviewed and it was discovered that 
while the budget had allocated a to- 
tal of $6,000 for salaries for the 
registrars office, the actual salary 
costs had already exceeded $18,000. 

The commission discussed the 
matter again briefly and then agreed 
to make a final decision at the next 
meeting, 

The architect for the new county 
health department was back at Mon- 
day's meeting and explained that 
minor adjustments had been made 
to the square footage to met slate 
recommendations. 

Architect Don Bowden told the 
commission that the total square 
footage was now at 15,932, but as- 
sured the commission the project 
was still within the $1 million bud- 
get and stated that invitations to bid 
would be sent out in early May. 

Comm. Jim Dubose questioned 
where the funds to furnish the 
building would come since the ex- 
isting health office was approxi- 
mately 4,000 square feet and the 
new building would be almost 
16,000 square feet and Bowden an- 
swered that many of the furnishings 
were included in the construction 
costs, while other actual desks and 
chairs would have to be either 
brought from the existing offices or 
purchased. 

Comm. Billy Eagerton stated 
that he would not vote to spend 
"one cent" over the amount budget- 
ed, while the other commissioners 
made no statements concerning the 
ever increasing costs of the facility. 

The routine approval of a resolu- 
tion seeking state support in the 
four-laning of Highway 84 from 
Wicksburg to Enterprise caused mi- 
nor controversy when Comm. Jim 
Dubose asked the commission to 


amend the resolution. to include 
four-laning the highway through 
Elba and all of Coffee County. 

Comm. Dubose declared "I agree 
with the idea to four-lane Highway 
84 from Wicksburg to Enterprise, 
but J'm afraid that once that is done 
the next push will be to have 84 
four-laned from Enterprise to Opp, 
bypassing both Elba and New 
Brockton. Highway 84 needs four- 
laning; however, it would hurt all 
of Coffee County if the road was re- 
routed south of Elba and New 
Brockton and | think this commis- 
sion needs to go on record whenever 
possible pushing for the highway 
to remain on its existing route.” 

The commission told Dubose it 
had already passed such a resolution 
and voted 5-1 (Dubose opposed) to 
adopt the resolution as read, _ 

The termination of a highway 
department employee by the county 
engineer was discussed, with at 
least one commissioner going on 
record with his believe that the 
commission or the grievance com- 
mittee should be made aware of ter- 
minations before they become final. 

The termination in question was 
explained by the assistant county 
engineer and the cause of the termi- 
nation was stated in the letter of ter- 
mination; however, the need for the 


. grievance committee to take a part 


in the process was discussed, while 
no Official action was taken. 

Probate Judge and former com- 
mission chairman Marion Brunson 
was honored with a resolution de- 
claring March 13 as "Judge Marion 
Brunson Day" in Coffee County. 

The resolution, presented to 
Brunson at the meeting, honored 
Judge Brunson for his "service and 
outstanding performance as Chair- 
man of the Coffee County Com- 
mission" and for his "dedicated ef- 
forts and leadership" during his 
years in office. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 

***approved the minutes of the 
previous meeting; 

***adopted a resqiution by a 
vote of 5-0 (Dubose abstaining) 
concerning the sale of bonds to fi- 
nance the construction of the new 
health department; 

***heard a county resident ex- 
press opposition to the closing of 
Rowe Bridge and explained the rea- 
son for the closing; 

***agreed to take bids on gas 
and diesel fuel at the next meeting; 

***approved an $18,275 pay- 
ment as the county's share for the 
construction of two culverts on 
Herman Driggers Drive (County 
Road 25); 

***approved a request from 
Comm, Eugene Bradley that the 
highway department do backsloping 
on the Charles Farris Road; 

***appointed Travis Eugene 
Nichols to a spot on the Mt. Pleas- 
ant Water Authority; 

***anpointed Robert H. Byrd to 
a spot on the Tabernacle- 
Clintonville Water Authority; 

***approved a $300 for the 
county's share in the upcoming 
Wiregrass Industrial Developers 
Tour; 

***heard Comm. Bradley ques- 
tion benefits in the county's health 
insurance policy; 

***heard Comm. Damascus

Elba Council Extends Lease 
»y » On Dam At Special Meeting 


A special meeting of the Elba 
City council was held on Tuesday, 
March 7, to once more address the 
efforts to get the Elba hydro dam 
generating electricity again. 

The council was asked to grant a 
written extension on the lease to 
Pea River Associates (James 
Chummey). The deal also included 
a request the city wait for the lease 
payment of $45,000 that was due 
on December 31, 1988. 

Mayor Fred Moore recommended 
to council members that the city 
vote to extend the lease immediate- 


ly until July Ist, thus allowing 
Chummey to move forward with ef- 
forts to get the federal license for 
the facility reinstated. The lease was 
necessary before moving forward, 
Chummey was quoted as Stating to 
Mayor Moore. : 

On or before July 1, Chummey 
has agreed to pay the back $45,000 
and an additional $40,000 which 
will become due on that date. 

The city council agreed to the 
new leasing terms, noting they 
didn't have a single other person out 
there waiting to lease the facility. 


Elba Receives $135,796 Grant Housing 


In a joint announcement, Sena 
tors Richard Shelby and Howell He- 
flin have announced that the City of 
Elba will receive federal assistance 
in the amount of $135,796 through 
Section 8 of the Housing Voucher 
Program. 

Sen. Shelby said, "I am pleased 
to announce this new Dept. of 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) federal assistance for the 
City of Elba. This funding, provid- 


ed under the Section 8 Housing 
Voucher Program, will enable the 
Elba Housing Authority to dispense 
housing vouchers to low income, 
elderly persons and families. 

"These vouchers will help Elba 
residents to afford safe, sound and 
sanitary housing. 

"Tam pleased that this new feder- 
al funding has been put aside by 
HUD for Elba," he concluded.

I also went away 
with a deeper appreciation for our 
law enforcement officers and local 
rescue squad. Our community is 
fortunate to have them.

Dear Mr. Cox: 

Reading your "Brainstorm" col- 
umn last week conceming the acci- 
dent where the child was injured, I 
would like to address this situation. 

When our rescue squad picked up 
the child they (squad members) took 
excellent care of the young man. 
We immediately transported him to 
Elba General Hospital. Upon our 
arrival in an emergency room, our 
responsibility is finished. 

The doctor in the ER decided to 
transfer the patient on to Dothan 
(after he was stabilized) where he 
could receive more specialized treat- 
ment. They called for the Intensive 
Care ambulance from Flowers Hos- 
pital. This ambulance carries a 
nurse, driver (paramedic) and a doc- 
tor. The child was under a doctor's 
care from the time he arrived at 
Elba General. 

The Elba Rescue Squad's main 
purpose is to attend the sick and in- 
jJured and transport them to the hos- 
pital. We only have three medics on 
call at any time and only two dur- 
ing the day. If we are gone to Do- 
than then the people in this area 
would be without emergency care 
and transportation. This could be a 
matter of life and death. 

* There is an ambulance service 
(Medic One) located in New Brock- 
ton and they have a city license to 
transport from hospital to hospital. 
The Intensive Care Unit from Do- 
than allows us to continue to Gover 
any problems in Elba. 

I know your article did not mean 
in any way to fault the Squad, but I 
thought this letter would explain to 
the public why we are not a trans- 
porting unit.

Human Resources Begins Busy Year 


The Coffee County Department 
of Human Resources reeently re- 
leased its monthly bulletin for the 
month of February and in the report 
county director Ronald Smith stated 
that "January 1989 began as busy 
as December 1988 ended!" 

Smith reported that the over- 
whelming amount of paperwork 
placed on the department, as well as 
the additional work created by new 
programs made the jobs of the 
workers "more difficult” than be- 
fore. 

"We appreciate our clients and 
and strive to meet their needs,” said 
Smith, "however, we feel that at 
times the state office is not under- 
Standing of our dilemma of meeting 
the demands of the state versus 
meeting clients’ needs in a timely 
manner. The real purpose of our ex- 
istence is to serve the needs of our 
clients." 

"We feel we do an excellent job 
with existing manpower," added 
Smith, "but we need additional staff 
resources to continue to provide 


this excellent quality of work." 

Children's Services supervisor 
Cathie Hansen reported that during 
the past month her office had inves- 
tigated a total of 22 abuse cases. 
The cases involved emotional abuse 
-1, physical abuse -7, sexual abuse 
-3 and neglect -11. 

It was also reported that Mrs. 
Glenda Williams had resigned her 
position effective March 3 after 
working in the child protective ser- 
vices for two and one-half years. 

Adult Services/Community Re- 
sources supervisor Glenda Snipes 
reported that requests for homemak- 
er services continued to grow during 
the past month. 

"More and more, we have elderly 
and disabled persons in the county 
who need this service in order to re- 
main in their own homes," stated 
Mrs. Snipes. "Our three adult 
homemakers do an excellent job, 
but they need some help. We are 
spread very thin at the present ume! 
There are also persons we are un- 
able to provide services to due to 


lack of manpower and there are per- 
sons in the county who have no 
one they can depend on except the 
social workers and homemakers." 

"There are many elderly and dis- 
abled persons who are victims of 
abuse, neglect and exploitation by 
family and friends,” added Snipes. 
"We also must work with these per- 
sons to protect them from these 
persons who would do them harm. 
Adult abuse, neglect and exploita- 
tion is a very real and prevalent 
problem in Coffee County.” 

Food Stamp Program supe7visor 
Debbie Jones reported that in Janu- 
ary food stamps were issued to a to- 
tal of 1,158 households, with the 
total number in the households be- 
ing 2,896 and the total value of the 
stamps being $128,513. 

Eligibility & Child Support 
Unit supervisor Dianne Parker re- 
vealed the total amount of child 
support collections in January was 
$45,655.35, a slight increase from 
the month before.

Heat Lost Is Equal To Heat Gained

"Heat lost is equal to heat gained" 
was the equation the physics class had 
to prove with their recent lab experi- 
ment. 

Through their study of heat the class 
learned that when two substances with 
varying temperatures are mixed, the heat 
lost by the warmer substances would 
equal the heat gained by the cooler sub- 
stances. 

To prove this they first found the 
mass of a cup of tap water. They then 
determined the temperature of the tap 
water by using a thermometer. 

Next they took the same amount of 


water and heated it over a burner. While 
the water was boiling, the students 
placed a thermometer in the water and 
recorded the temperature of the heated 
water, 

The heated water was then poured 
into the tap water and the temperature of 
the mixture was recorded, 

Each group then took the mass of 
the water, the specific heat of water 
(4.18), and the temperatures of the hot 
and cool water and placed them in an 
equation. 

If they worked the equation properly, 
it proved that heat lost is equal to heat 
gained,

Mrs. Rachel Bryan's World History 
class has been studying a unit entitled 
"The World of Asia.” The unit included 
the study of India while ruled by the 
Muslims and China under the rule of 
the dynasties of Mongol, Jin, Ming, 
and Manchu.

The title for this article comes 
from a lonely Country-Western 
song. I don't recall the original art- 
ist, and I do not know the words of 
a single verse, but these are the 
words of the refrain; 

"Yesterday is dead and gone,

Lord, help me make it through 
the night." 

The painful image of a troubled 
soul trying to "make it through the 
night” is not an unfamiliar image. | 
have seen and I have felt it many 
umes before.

bedroom. He was not sure whether 
something had actually touched him 
on the face or whether he had 
dreamed it. 

He was terrified as he felt more 
and more that he was not alone, He 
opened his eyes very slowly, trying 
not to make any sound. Then he 
Saw it, and felt it as something 
brushed past him, 


Whatever it was was beside his 
bed. His heart was pounding, but he 
didn't move a muscle. He waited 
with fear, knowing that the blow of 
a hammer or axe or knife would 
strike him any minute, He was lit- 
erally frozen with fear. 


As the long hours of the night 
slowly passed, the threatening pres- 
ence remained in the room. Finally 
dawn came and revealed the nature 
of the intruder. It was a balloon - - 
a Mickey Mouse balloon that his 
son had brought home from the fair 
the day before. He had released it 
and it was on the ceiling when his 
parents went to bed. 

Gradually during the night the 
helium had escaped and the balloon 
descended from the ceiling and final- 
ly floated over the bed, moving 
with the movement of the air in the 
room. What a night! 

It would be a little embarrassing, 
but otherwise a great relief, to dis- 
cover the things that terrify us in 
the night are so simple and harm- 
less as a deflated Mickey Mouse 
balloon, 

The cause of most of our long 
sleepless nights is seldom there the 
next morning in tangible form - - 
to relieve our fears and cause us to 
breathe a sigh of relief. The things 
that keep us awake nights are more 
likely to be floating around inside 
us than floating around outside us, 

Most of us have lived long 
enough to have experienced some 
sleepless nights. There is an Egyp- 
lian proverb that the three worst 
things in life are: 

To want for one who comes not, 

To try to please and please not, 

To be in bed and sleep not. 

Each of us has experienced hurt 
or sorrow to varying degrees. Per- 
haps it has been due to cither a per- 
sonal or business failure, failure to 
"make it" with our peers, the death 
of a loved one. 

At every stage in our lives, diffi- 
culties are evident. However, the 
quality of life is not measured by 
the absence of difficulties, but how 
we handle them. We may choose to 
moan and groan like Job until we 
are driven to God for solace or we 
may decide to follow Jesus’ exam- 
ple and get up from our sleepless 
bed by doing something about our 
difficulties by seeking the help of 
His power. 

We are to be reminded that when 
Jesus could not sleep one night, he 
went out and prayed. He got in 
touch with Somebody who could do 
something about the problem that 
was keeping him awake at night. 

What a fantastic thought: we can 
do that too. What solace it is to 
know that we have access to the 
same power to which Jesus had ac- 
cess,

Are the various denominations 
and churches the branches of 
the true vine? 


Bob Prichard 


As Jesus was preparing his disciples for His depature, He told them the 
parable of the vine and the branches. Hed had just instituted the Lord's Sup- 
per, with the elements of bread and the fruit of the vine, so the picture of the 
vine and the branches would have been very clear to His disciples. Jesus im- 
mediately identified himself, saying,"I am the true vine, and my Father is 
the husbandman" (John 15:1), Having identified himself, Jesus identified the 
work of the branches as that of bearing fruit, warning that unfruitful 
branches will be "taken away” (John 15:2), 

Some suggest that this parable is a picture of the contemporary church, 
with all of the various denominations and sects coming together to form the ’ 
Lord's church. It is sometimes shown in the form of a tree, with various 
branches depicting the way in which different religious groups have grown 
out of one another. The text reveals, however, that the various branches are 
not the different religious sects of "Christendom," but instead are individual 
Christians. 

Jesus was speaking to the disciples - - individuals, not religious groups. 
Jesus said "I am the vine, ye are the branches. He that abideth in me, and I 
in him, the same bringeth forth much fruit. . . If a man abideth not in me, 
he is cast forth as a branch, and is withered . . . Herein is my Father glori- 
fied, that ye bear much fruit, so shall ye be my disciples" (John 15:5-8). 
Notice that Jesus said "Ye are the branches," "He that abideth in me," "Ifa 
man abideth not in me ." The branches are people, not churches! 

The branches must bear fruit for the husbandman. The fruitfulness that the 
Lord wants, which is the product of a Christian life, comes only from "abid 
ing in Christ." The branch cannot bear fruit of itself, "for without me ye can 
do nothing” (vs. 4-5), But in Christ, what we can do is unlimited. Paul said, 
"I can do all things through Christ which Strengtheneth me" (Philippians 
4:13). The key is to be “in Christ,” “abiding in Him." Paul said that we 
"put on Christ” in baptism, "for as many of you as have been baptized into 
Christ have put on Christ" (Galatians 3:27). 

It was not the desire of Jesus that His followers be divided among various 
denominations and religious groups, but that all of his followers be united. 
He prayed, "Neither pray I for these alone (the apostles), but for them also 
which shall believe on me through their word, that they all may be one; as 
thou Father, art in me, and I in thee, that they also may be one in us: that 
the world may believe that thou hast sent me” (John 17:20-21). The Lord 
wanted all who would believe the testimony of the apostles to be united.

Growing Peppers 

Growing just a few pepper 
plants can give you and your family 
all the peppers they'll want during 
the summer, 

There are three kinds of peppers-- 
bell, pimento and hot. Get a disease 
or mosaic-resistant variety when 
you buy plants. 

Plant peppers in a sunny spot 
soon after the last frost. Allow at 
least 18 inches between plants and 
24 inches between rows. 

After plants are healthy and 
growing, hoe a four-inch trench be- 
tween the rows. Water, weed and 
cultivate plants every ten days dur- 
ing the growing season. The pep- 
pers will be ready to pick 65 to 85 
days from the time you set them 
out.

Kites And Worry Are 


The Marks Of March

March has pounced in like a lion 
upon its prey, When it roars in this way 
it stirs my soul. It tells me that the 
month was made for kites and worry, 
like my early feelings guessed, 

It was the best month of the year for 
worry when I was a kid, Dad had a fear 
born in the eye of three March killer 
storms. He spent a lot of time looking 
at the sky, and testing out the winds, 
and checking on the storm pit in the 
ground, (This last he did real often since 
the stairway fell and trapped us there, 
within those musty depths, until a kind- 
ly neighbor happened by.) 

Dry years there was the worry over 
top soil, freshly turned, and 6-8-4, 
broadcast by hand within the garden 
spot. The angry winds jerked in and 
took them both from terraced hills and 
gave them down to meadowed plains, 
the way ole Robin Hood stole from the 
high to give the low. 

Mama fretted most about the clean 
clothes drying on the pasture fence. 
Fearing they'd be whipped to shreds 
upon the barbed-wire prongs she made 
me bring them in before the sun dropped 
low. 

I longed to leave them there and join, 
as wind-filled skirts danced far into the 
night. (The showgirls only I could see 
were pained, as I, to leave their places in 
the chorus line.) 

But while our elders worried over 
litte things my brother Bill and I con- 
cerned ourselves with matters of grave 
consequence. March was the time to 
build and fly the kite. We used the 
things at hand; small, straight branches 
from a tree or thin slabs from the saw 
mill - whittled down with pocket knife - 
these formed the frame. 

The flour paste was stirred out in the 
kitchen with a spoon. Then pages from 
a magazine were glued, together first and 
then onto the wood. The tail was tied 
from rags grown old within a dozen 
prior lives. (A reject from a braided rug 
had very little worth.) 

The only enemy that lurked between 
our finished prize and sun's bright face 
was stubby cotton stalks out in the 
field, or gravel spread along the 
roadbed's side, 

When Bill flew, freshly barefoot, at 
about the speed of light, and I tried vali- 
antly to run behind, holding up the tail 
until the wind caught underneath and 
Bill yelled, "LET ‘ER GO!" . . . she 
was off, beyond this world. 

She took our hearts on journeys we 
had yet to know, High and far she went, 
beyond the county line, She was a dim 
dot when the twine unraveled from the 
sack could stand the tug no more. 

Then she was lost, forever, on some 
hilltop or down in forest dark. She took 
with her our dreams the way a scapegoat 
flees with burden of man’s sin into the 
vast unknown. 

March still brings kites for kids and 
worry for the old. Still do the daddies 
worry ‘bout the wind - the satellites 
within their yards could blow or the an- 
tennas on their roofs come tumbling 
down. Moms think they'll not hang 
clothes; the wind would muss their hair. 
They'll fume instead about the cost of 
drying clothes inside, within the drum. 

Kids still fly kites, but it's just not 
the same, Now they have plastic ones 
with "Masters of the Universe” or "Vol- 
trons” printed on. They come in packag- 
es, already made, with nylon cord that'll 
stand ten times the tug that ours of old 
would take, 

But still the enemies are there .. the 
many cars on every street, and asphalt 
roads to tear the plastic into bits, and 
tall poles standing everywhere with 
power lines to watch out for. There's 
not much room to get a running start 
and fly like wind; there's not much 
chance for dreaming now the way we did 
back then. The kids have all been o'er 
the county line and seen the Seven 
Wonders of the World on their TV's.

Now is the time to get ready for 
March 20 opening of turkey season 


By James R. Davis 
Chief, Wildlife Section 


Spring turkey hunting season 
opens the morning of March 20, 
Are you ready? Have you gathered 
and checked the hunting items you 
need? Perhaps the following list 
will be of some benefit. 

Is your shotgun ready? Of pri- 
mary importance in all turkey hunt- 
ing is a dependable shotgun. If you 
bought a new one for this season, it 
should be patterned for the best cov- 
erage with No.4, 6 and 7 1/2 shot. 
Whether you use an old favorite or 
a new gun, you should determine 
that it is fully functional. Failure to 
eject an empty shell or broken fir- 
ing pin could ruin a hunt. 

Are your callers ready? It only 
took one morning without func- 
onal callers to teach me to check 
the chalk supply (some sandpaper) 
for boxes and membranes of mouth 
yelpers. Whether you use these or 
other kinds of callers, they need to 
be readied well before opening 
morning. Spares should be availa- 
ble just in case. 

Is your camouflage clothing 
ready? Most hunters wear soft cot- 
ton apparel with lots of pocket 
room. My hat is crushable and easi- 
ly kept in my pocket; my face 
mask covers my head and neck and 
provides protection from mosqui- 
tos. My gloves are thin cotton and 


my boots are leather treated with a 
Silicone waterproofing agent be- 
cause wet feet can be miserable on a 
cold morning. I also use a folding 
fanny pad hung from my belt to sit 
on. It is really welcome when the 
ground is wet. 

Do you have a small container 
of insect repellant? Ticks and mos- 
quitos can be real pests in spring, 
so I travel with a spray repellent so 
trouser legs, boots, waist band and 
arms can be treated easily and quick- 
ly. Be sure the brand you buy has a 
high content of DEET or N, N- 
diethyl-meta-toluamide. This com- 
pound is the most effective repel- 
lent on the market. 

Have you readied your flash- 
light? A small AA size maglite 
flashlight is dependable, provides 
plenty of light and is easily carried 
in a pocket. New batteries will usu- 
ally last all season. Groping blindly 
through thick brush in the dark is 
tough on the clothes and skin and is 
not necessary. 

What are some other items that 
are nice to have? A pair of binocu- 
lars is useful in some situations -- a 
small pair is easily carried in a 
hunting coat pocket. Small pruning 
sheers work much better than 
Knives to construct natural blinds or 
to open shooting lanes if the brush 
is dense. A knife is a must when a 
bagged turkey has to drawn.

Several brands are 
on the market, but you can make 
one quickly with camo netting and 
long welding rods sharpened on one 
end with an eye tumed on the other. 
Thread the rods through the netting 
and tie the top edge into the eyes.

Relating to Coffee County; provid 
ing further for the assessment and col 
lection of ad valorem taxes on motor ve 
hicles, transferring certain duties and 
responsibilities of the Revenue Com- 
missioner to the Probate Judge requiring 
an additional bond of the Probate Judge;

Be it enacted by the legisla- 
ture of Alabama: 

Section 1. In Coffee County the 
Judge of Probate shall perform all duties 
relative to the assessment and collection 
of taxes on motor vehicles in Coffee 
County, which the Revenue Commis- 
sioner is required under the general law 
to perform. The Revenue Commissioner 
shall be relieved of all duties and respon- 
sibility relative to the assessment and

Holley introduces bills to protect 
state from outside dumping 


The concern that the State of Al- 
abama may one day become the 
"dumping ground" for the nation's 
hazardous and solid waste is a top 
priority for Coffee County Repre- 
sentative Jimmy Holley. 

In a move to prevent continued 
dumping of out-of-state waste, Rep. 
Holley has introduced a trio of bills 
that would place restrictions on the 
amounts and types of waste accept- 


"I believe that other states 
should be willing to take care of 
their own waste and Ict us take care 
of ours," declared Rep. Holley this 
week before heading back to the 
capital for the continuing legisla- 


‘tive session. "Alabama docs not 


need to become a burial site for 
houschold and industrial waste from 
across the nation and these bills 
will go a long way in fighting that 
battle.” 

One bill, which Holley intro- 
duced upon request by Gov, Hunt, 
would set a cap on tonage of waste 
accepted each year at Emelle. 

"The cap would be 400,000 tons 
per year," explained Holley, “and 
would then have a reduction of five- 
percent annually down to a yearly 
total of 200,000 tons. This should 
discourage the importation of haz- 
ardous waste into the state!” 

Holley reported that last year a 
total of 80,000 tons of hazardous 
waste was dumped at Emelle that 
came from Alabama, while the re- 
mainder of the 600,000 tons 
dumped came from out of state. 

A second bill, drafted by Attor- 
ney General Don Siegelman, states 
that a hazardous waste site in the 
state cannot accept hazardous waste 
from any state that prohibits dispo- 
sal of hazardous waste in its own 
State. 

"In connection with this bill,” 
said Holley, "an attempt is being 
made to bring together the states in 
Region 4 as well as the states of 
Louisiana and Arkansas to work out 
a regional compact that would ro- 
tate the disposal of waste annually 
among the states involved. This 
would cut back on the amounts 
dumped and rotate the dumping.” 

Holley stated the bills had been 
heard by a Judiciary Committee 
twice and was optimistic that some 
portions of the bills would pass. 

In a related matter. Rep. Holley 
introduced a bill that would place a 
moratorium on approving sites for 
new solid waste facilities. 

"Many states are near their ca- 
pacity as far as landfill disposal is 
concerned,” said Holley, "and they 
are beginning to look for alternate 


sites in the southeast United States. 
With the improvements to the Ten- 
nessee-Tombigbee Waterway, some 
companies are exploring the possi- 
bility of operating landfills along 
the waterway, allowing the waste to 
be shipped on the waterway and 
then dumped into the landfills.” 

"This bill would help keep the 
out-of-state solid waste out of Ala- 
bama."

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New Brockton council approves rules 
for Monday night town meeting 


The New Brockton City Council 
met on Monday night, March 20, at 
City Hall and adopted the rules for 
the town mecting set for March 27 
at the Senior Citizens Center, 

The town meeting, an idea of 
councilman Charles Cole, will be 
held on Monday night, March 27, 
at the Senior Citizens Center in 
New Brockton at 7:00 p.m. and the 
purpose of the meeting will be to 
give all citizens the opportunity to 
voice their opinions concerning the 
city and its future. 

According to the rules adopted at 
Monday night's meeting, cach citi- 
zen will have three-minutes to 
-speak, a discussion on a particular 
subject must be completed before 
another subject will be addressed, 
refusal to abide by the rules will re- 
sult in that person being asked to 
leave and no discussion will be al- 
lowed concerning the good name or 
character of any individual. 

The council urged everyone to 
attend the meeting and take advan- 
tage of the opportunity to voice 
their opinions in public. 

After the routine opening of the 
meeting and the invocation, coun- 
cilman Cole requested the minutes 
be amended to correctly report a 
statement he had made at the previ- 
ous meeting. ; 

Cole stated that in the minutes it 
was stated that he said he would not 
support the employment of police 
officer Gilbert unless the officer im- 
mediately attended the police acade- 
my, while the minutes should have 
read that Cole didn't support the 
employment of the officer because 
the officer had already had the 
chance to attend the academy and 
failed to go, 

The amended minutes were ap- 
proved. 

A representative of a firm spe- 
cializing in applying for federal 
grants was at the meeting and told 
the council that he felt the city 
could be successful in making ap- 
plications.

The speaker discussed the meth- 
od of applying for Community De- 
velopment Block Grants and ex- 
plained that one of four applications 
are funded. 

The council listened to the pres- 
entation, but made no commitmnent 
to the firm. 

Mayor Jim Driskell recommend- 
ed that the council remain with the 
city's present court system and not 
change to a system in which Dis- 
trict court would handle all arrests 
made within the city. 

Driskell stated that he and three 
councilmen had recently met with 
District Judge Tom Head to discuss 
the benefits of changing the system 
away from a city judge and follow- 
ing the discussion all present be- 
lieved it. would be more economical 
to continue with the system now in 
use. 

Councilman Britt Lee remarked 
that the council had already voted to 
go to the District court system and 
stated "I feel we need to get the 
court out of the city system so the 
city won't have any control over it. 
I think we should give the new sys- 
tem a chance and shouldn't knock it 
before we try it.” 

Driskell again requested the 
council leave the system as is, with 
a city judge, and said "If we will do 
our own work and do it right we 
will all be better off.” 

Councilman Cole stated "I agree 
that if we do it right we will all be 
better off. The key to anything is to 
work together and it is time to run 
the city from this council table and 
not in the streets or on the tele- 
phone. I've been saying all along 
that we all need to work together 
and this is just an example of what 
I've been saying.” 

The council voted 4-1 (Lee voted 
no and Cole. abstained) to remain 
with the city court system. 

City Clerk Cathy Tucker passed 
a schedule of fines for review and 
told the council that the fines had 
not been changed since 1986. 


She also reported that the sched- 
ule sets a maximum fine for offens-" 
es and that as long as the city re- 
mained under the maximum, any 
fine used was acceptable, 

Councilman Lee declared "It 
doesn't make any difference what 
you charge if you don't collect,” a 
statement that the city clerk took 
exception to and in response told 
Mr. Lee that she didn't know where 
he was getting his information and 
asked Lee to meet with her to dis- 
cuss the collections. 

The council listened, but took 
no action, apparently approving the 
fines by not voicing any objec- 
ions. 

Councilman Ralph Medley re- 
ported that many streets in New 
Brockton had major erosion prob- 
lems and, stated that "If we get a 
couple of heavy rains close together 
we could be in trouble.” 

Councilman Charles Cole re- 
ported that he planned to begin a t- 
ball, baseball and softball league in 
the city beginning in May for the 
youth and requested that a $10 reg- 
istration fee be implemented to help 
cover the cost of insurance. 

The council agreed with the reg- 
istration fee and pledged to work 
with Cole to get the fields ready and 
work on the general clean up of the 
park arca., 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the council: 

***heard Councilman Lee ques- 
tion recent trips taken by police 
that were not logged; 

***agreed to write a letter to the 
Postal Service expressing concern 
about inadequate lighting outside 
the city’s post office; 

***and, approved bills for pay- 
ment.

Sunday fishing trip turns into near disaster for woman 


Lou Emma Creech, age 44, suf- 
fered mulitple injuries Sunday after- 
noon when she fell through a walk- 
way at the powerhouse of the Elba 
hydroelectric facility on Pea River. 

Mrs. Creech was fishing in the 
dam area with her husband Roy 
Creech, son Mark Stokes and grand- 
son Ashley when two boards broke 
and sent her crashing 20 feet into 
the water below. The water was 
filled with boards and logs which 
caused her injuries when she struck 
the water. 

Mr. Creech stated at the scene 
that he and the grandson were just a 
few feet behind his wife when she 
fell. "I wish we had never talked 
about coming here to fish", Creech 
said as rescuers worked to lift his 
wife from the water. 

He explained that as soon as she 
fell they yelled for help and his 
stepson managed somehow to get 
down the bank to hold his mother's 
head above the water until help ar- 
rived, 


Several other people were in the 
area and two of them rushed to the 
P. H. Sellars home to call for help. 


"I wish we had never

The Elba Rescue Squad, Elba 
police and at least one unit of the 
Coffee County Sheriffs Department 
responded to the call. Two police- 
men and se, } members of the 
rescue squad ved into the water 
to assist Mi reech and her son 
while specialized equipment was be- 
ing readied to remove her from the 
confines of the “water box” she had 
fallen into. 

Rescue workers lifted her into a 
special hoig basket, and worked it 
out through a small opening in the 


wall. With the help of a group of 
bystanders pulling on a rope, the 
woman was removed from the water 
and up the steep bank. 

She was transported to an Enter- 
prise hospital by the Elba Rescue 
Squad and later transfered to a Do- 
than hospital. Mrs. Creech suffered 
a crushed left elbow, broken ribs 
and facial lacerations. 

Elba Mayor Fred Moore was on 
the scene and expressed concern for 
the safety of pecple who are using 
the recreational benefits of the dam 
area. 

His anxiety over the potential 
problems caused Moore to take ac- 
tions to prevent people from being 
able to get into these dangerous are- 
as. Mayor Moore also contacted the 
firm attempting to lease the facility 
and they are installing gates to keep 
people away from the dam and pow- 
erhouse.
